HOW TO REACH CARMEL 


Carmel-by-the-Sea is three miles from the town 
of Monterey and four miles from Hotel Del Monte, 
and is reached by crossing the neck of the peninsula. 
from Monterey in stages which meet every express 
train. The last mile of the Seventeen-Mile Drive 
constitutes a portion of these three miles. Take any 
train advertised by the Southern Pacific Company 
for Monterey—preferably those trains leaving San 
Francisco at 8 a. m. or 3 p. m. daily. 


AMUSEMENTS 


The stretch of beach of pure white silicon sand, 
with the fifty-two acres of sand dunes, is a famous 
playground for the children, and resting-place for 
the nerve weary. The four-hundred-acre pine for- 
est, with its three-inch deep carpet of pine needles, 
furnishes all the balsamic odors of the Sierras. 

Fishing abounds, in the river for trout and steel- 
head, and in the bay for all kinds of sea-food fish. 

Driving and riding, either around the Seventeen- 
Mile Drive, or down the coast, or up the valley, are 
interesting diversions. 

The bathhouse on the beach furnishes all the ap- 
pliances for surf sea-bathing. Bonfires of drift-wood 
light up the beach almost every night of the season. 

Picnic parties find the greatest variety of pictur- 
esque nooks on the open sea, along babbling brooks, 
in granite gorges, midst redwood or pine forests, or 
in sheltered dales. 

The livery stables furnish safe teams for families, 
and saddle-horses and ponies. 

A bowling-alley is completely equipped. 

First-class tennis courts are free to the public. 

The local clubs give art exhibitions, dramatic and 
musical entertainments and dances two or three 
times a month in the local town hall. All the usual 
entertainments given at the Monterey Theatre are 
as available to Carmel as are the average San Fran- 
cisco theatres to the residents of its Western 
Addition, likewise three miles therefrom.

UTILITARIAN IMPROVEMENTS 


HERE are two hotels, several boarding- 

houses, two livery stables, a general 
| store, a butcher and green grocery shop, 
a daity, a hardware store, a notion store, 
Wells Fargo & Company express office, 
Sunset Telephone Company, U. S. post- 
office, a candy store, a bakery, a photo- 
supply and several curio stores, a 
barber-shop, a garage, a drug-store, 
several physicians, a lumber-yard, and a dry-goods 
store that supplies every clothing necessity for 
women and children with goods of a class not usu- 
ally offered in country villages. 


ARTISTIC CHARACTER OF HOUSES 

There are over three hundred and twenty-five 
houses in Carmel-by-the-Sea. Each of the last 
hundred cottages built has a distinct architectural 
motif. The houses, as a group, partake of the tem- 
perament of the town, carrying the impression of 
restfulness, individual sufficiency, and desire for 
artistic worth. 


THE WINTER CLIMATE 


Carmel-by-the-Sea is in the angle formed by two 
ranges of hills, one running in a general easterly and 
westerly direction, forming the backbone of the 
Monterey Peninsula, and the other at right angles 
to it, forming the natural barrier between the Carmel 
Bay and the Carmel River territories. In this angle 
has grown a forest of pines,—not insignificant strip- 
lings, but substantial forest trees. Immediately back 
of the town, along Carmel River, is a valley thirty 
miles long, of rich alluvial soil. The width varies 
from one-half mile to two miles. Ranges of granite 
and chalk rock hills, from 500 to 1,500 feet in height, 
bound it on the north and south. To the west is 
the ocean, whose water is never colder than 55° nor 
hotter than 65°. The long strip of thirty miles of 
rich alluvial soil in the valley acts as an equalizing 
factor by furnishing currents of warmer or cooler 
air whenever the land and ocean temperatures differ. 
For that reason Carmel’s temperature is never twenty 
degrees lower or higher than the ocean’s temper- 
ature, varying between 40° and 85° as extremes. 

Consequently, the climate is the most equable of 
any place on the Coast, having plentiful rainfall. 


PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS SHOW CHARAC- 
TER OF RESIDENTS 

Over sixty per cent of the residents of the town 
are devoting their lives to work connected with the 
esthetic arts, as broadly defined. College professors, 
artists, poets, writers, and professional men find the 
surroundings conducive to their best work. The 
Arts and Crafts Club, the Free Library, the Town 
Hall, the Gentlemen’s Social Club, the Ceramic Club, 
all show an unusual public interest in worthy pur- 
poses.

The sand dunes, with their “tobog- 
gan slides” and convenient lounging- 
places, keep the babies and the invalids 
happy outdoors all day long. Conva- 
lescents recuperate in an incredibly short 
time. 

Most young women never wear hats the whole 
summer long. The town boasts of its browned 
and happy youngsters of the near-to-nature type 
physically and the esthetically capable type men- 
tally. 

Sea ozone and pine balsam combined have a won- 
derful recuperative effect on.tired nerves. 

To take advantage of these aids to convalescence 
a sanitarium midst the pines has been opened by 
Dr. H. Himmelsbach, one of San Francisco’s most 
eminent physicians. 


SPORTS AT THE RIVER MOUTH 


The ownership of the mouth of the river enables 
the Company to arrange for bathhouse facilities for 
those desiring to swim in fresh water. The pool at 
the mouth of the river furnishes a convenient oppor- 
tunity in water sufficiently warm to be inviting. The 
Company is now negotiating for the use of the 
additional lowland on which the river backs up, in 
order to make the necessary improvements for boat- 
ing and other aquatic sports, and so that the children 
may have a safe place in which to bathe. 


CARMEL HEIGHTS 

Arrangements have been made with the Carmel 
Villas Company, which owns the eight-hundred-acre 
tract immediately south of Pt. Lobos, so that car- 
riage and horseback parties may picnic on the penin- 
sula, called in the geodetic surveys by the homely 
name ‘“‘ Yankee Point,” which contains a large num- 
ber of natural curiosities. We hope before long to 
arrange with the Federal authorities to re-christen 
it with a name more suitable to its historically 
interesting surroundings. 


VILLA LOTS FACING THE OCEAN 


By the recent purchase of the entire ocean front- 
age, from Carmel-by-the-Sea to the mouth of the 
Carmel River, the Company has acquired such a 
holding as to enable it to definitely decide upon the 
final character of public improvements. 

A boulevard, practically following the meander 
line of the ocean bank, has been laid off. The de- 
mand for sites facing the ocean, which the Company 
has been unable to meet in the past, can now be 
satisfied. These lots, sold under restrictions as to 
character of buildings, insure the development of 
the ocean front as an ornament to the entire town.

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CARMEL-BY-THE-SEA IS THE CENTER FROM WHICH ALL MONTEREY POINTS OF INTEREST RADIATE 
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SUGGESTIONS FOR EXCURSIONS 


1. Walk to Carmel Mission, where the bodies of 
Father Junipero Serra and three of his associates and 
several Mexican Governors are buried. 

2. Walk over a portion of the boulevard into the 
pine forest, to the north of the town, to the old 
Padres’ rock quarry in “Timid Lovers’ Glen.” 

3. Walk to the mouth of the river and gather mus- 
sels from Abalone Point and have a “ mussel bake” 
picnic. 

4. Drive around the boulevard which skirts the 
town, past Abalone Point and the mouth of the 
river, and on the hill, whence, en route, from various 
points, you get the full sweep of the bay or of the 
mountain ranges which form the walls of the valley. 

5. Walk or drive to Pt. Lobos (whose proper 
name is Pt. Carmel) and picnic near the articulated 
skeleton of a giant sperm whale. 

6. Walk or drive to Yankee Point, with its Giant’s 
Bathtub, Smugglers’ Cave, Peninsula Tunnel, and 
Meteor Hole, and picnic on the “bay of a hundred 
islands.” 

Drive up San Jose Creek to the redwood forest, 
and then walk to the Abrego Falls, in a granite 
gorge, forming a miniature Yosemite. 

8. Walk to Pebble Beach and the Chinese Abalone 
Camp. 

9. Drive or walk to the Cypress Forest and picnic 
on the open ocean shore. 

10. Drive up the valley to the Laurelles Rancho, 
past some very interesting dairy and fruit farms. 

11. Drive down the coast toIdlewild and the 
Sur River country, where there is some fine hunting. 
This road leads through occasional dense redwood 
forests, and past straggly, broken, wave-lashed 
shores. 

12. Walk or take horses over the Santa Lucia 
Hills, past the Haunted House, to the Deserted Coal 
Mine, and thence down a granite gorge to the ocean 
road. 

13. Take the Seventeen-Mile Drive, and incident- 
ally visit Del Monte, Pacific Grove, and the other 
usual points. 

14. Visit the Custom House, Colton Hall, China- 
town, Fishing Village, and other historical points 
about Monterey proper. 

15. Take a launch and explore the arched rocks, 
coves, bays, and irregular recesses carved by the 
ocean from the granite rock forming the coast. 

16. Drive over to the dress parade given by the 
soldiers at the Military Presidio of Monterey every 
afternoon. 

17. Fish for steelhead in Carmel River, or take 
a boat for salmon and sea-fish of every kind in the 
bay.

HISTORICAL SURROUNDINGS 


ATHER JUNIPERO SERRA founded 
the Carmel Mission in 1771 and there- 
after made it his home. 

The surroundings appealed to his 
simple, forthright, artistic soul. The pe- 
culiar combination of a pine forest, 
reaching to a white sand beach on the 
ocean shore, in a climate which is never 
cold in winter, nor hot in summer, fur- 
nished the proper climatic and geographical advan- 
tages for his temperament. 

The Carmel Development Company has attempted 
to preserve this territory for the class of people who 
can best appreciate its sheltered quiet—those inter- 
ested in the less complex activities of life. 


CARMEL’S WONDERFUL GROWTH 


The settlement has been built on the theory that 
people of xsthetic (as broadly defined) tastes would 
settle in a town of Carmel’s naturally esthetic beau- 
ties, provided all public enterprises were addressed 
towards preventing man and his civilized ways from 
unnecessarily marring the natural beauty so lavishly 
displayed here. 

The standard dear to Padre Junipero Serra, when 
he laid the foundation for modern civilization on 
the Pacific Coast at this very spot five years before 
the signing of the Declaration of Independence, has 
been maintained. 

A demand has now been started for beach prop- 
erty, midst a pine forest, near historic surroundings, 
with neighbors of genial sympathetic character, de- 
voted to nature and her beauties. 


There is no other territory to supply this demand. 


The law of supply and demand governs real estate 
values, as everything else. 


When the Carmel-by-the-Sea lots are in private 
lands the additional demand which will come with 
the advent of a railroad can only be supplied by 
those who are willing to sell their homes at a profit. 

The town has increased in population over eighty 
per cent each year for four years. There are now 
over five hundred and fifty habitual inhabitants (by 
the milkman’s census method), and several thousand 
people join them in the summer months. 

Shops providing commodities for convenience and 
comfort have grown proportionately, both in 
numbers and in size. 

Real estate values have grown also, and on the 
advent of better transportation the present prices 
will be remembered as so low as to be almost 
impossible. 


Householders will then make their own prices.

From May to October there is a round-trip ex- 
cursion rate, purchasable any day, good for ninety 
days, for $4.75. 

Thirty-ride commutation tickets, good for any 
member of the family, are $60.00. 

During summer months a 90-day round-trip rate 
is sold from interior valley points for about one and 
one third of single fare. 


RAILROAD PROBABILITIES 


Fresno, which lies about one hundred miles due 
east of Monterey’s wonderful harbor, and the great 
commercial and farming industries of San Joaquin 
Valley. will never rest until they have a direct 
railroad outlet to the sea. 

When the Monterey to Fresno line is built Carmel- 
by-the-Sea will be less than three hours from that 
wonderfully fertile and (during the summer months) 
wonderfully hot territory. Every thoughtful father 
of that region will send his family to the sea-beach 
playground during the hot summer months for 
economy, and follow them himself every week, as a 
treat. 

Two railroad surveys have already been made from 
Pacific Grove to Pebble Beach,—one by the Southern 
Pacific as an extension of their present branch; the 
other by a local company. 

With Pebble Beach as the Southern terminus 
of the Southern Pacific branch coast line, less than 
half a mile over a level road from our northern 
boundary, Carmel will have all the benefits of rail- 
road facilities, without suffering any detriment to its 
artistic and peaceful naturalness. Already quite a 
colony of valley people have established themselves 
at Carmel. 


Religious, Educational, and Business Buildings
